Marks, Agnos and Burton 

OFFICIALS JOIN 
I.N.S. PROTEST 


Three more public officials, 
all friends of the Gay com¬ 
munity, have responded to the 
latest antics of the U.S. Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service. 

State Senator Milton Marks, 
perhaps the most ardent and 
long-time ally of San Francis¬ 
co’s Gay community, last week 
introduced in Sacramento, 
Senate Joint Resolution **21. 
Marks told BAR., “This 
measure memorializes the 
President and Congress of the 
United States to eliminate the 
provisions in the Immigration 
and Naturalization Act which 
requires the INS to deny entry 
to foreign visitors who are 
homosexuals.” Resolution **21 
was introduced January 10 
and Marks expects quick action 
on the measure. 

Art Agnos, Assemblyman for 
the 16th District, wrote a 
strongly worded letter to Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter on January 
4 decrying INS policies as dis¬ 
tortions of immigration laws 


and grossly inconsistent with 
the “administration’s commit¬ 
ment to global human rights as 
a foundation of American for¬ 
eign policy.” 

Agnos urged the President to 
issue an executive order to the 
Director of the INS to “cease 
and desist” any further harass¬ 
ment and detainment of homo¬ 
sexuals. Secondly to chastise 
over-zealous INS officials, and 
thirdly to press Congress to re¬ 
write the current laws. 

In turn Agnos wrote a letter 
to B.A.R. editor Paul Lorch 
stating his additional feelings 
on the nation’s “archaic immi¬ 
gration policy.” (See B.A.R. 
Letter’s section in this issue.) 
Agnos wrote that he was “out¬ 
raged at U.S. Immigration poli¬ 
cies that discriminate against 
Gay people whose only crime 
is loving the officially defined 
wrong gender.” 

Rep. John L. Burton (D-San 
Francisco and Marin) has also 
challenged the Justice Depart-

More than 8,000 Gay rights 
demonstrators marched last 
Sunday in Sacramento to show 
support for legislation being 
acted on this week that would 
outlaw job discrimination 
against homosexuals. The 
actual number of those who 
marched the 22 block route in 
a driving rainstorm varied from 
3,000 estimated by a writer 
from the Chronicle to as high 
as 12,000 reported by a Sacra¬ 
mento radio station. The com¬ 
mittee of the “March on Sacra¬ 
mento for Lesbian and Gay 
Rights" had hoped for as many 
as 25,000 to show support for 
legislation sponsored by San 
Francisco Assemblyman Art 
Agnos (AB-1) which was 
headed for a battle in the 
Assembly’s Ways and Means 
Committee. This bill would ex¬ 
tend protections of the state 
Fair Employment Practices Act 
to Gays in California. Similar 
legislation sponsored by State 
Senator Milton Marks failed in 
the Legislature last year, but 
Agnos told B.A.R. that as of 
last Sunday he estimated the 
current bill had “a 50-50 
chance of success.” At the rally 
on Sacramento’s Capitol Mall 


following the spirited march of 
IV 2 miles, Agnos told the 
crowd that those staying over 
to lobby the legislators should 
go in the Capitol building 
“standing tall and proud and 
•show them (the legislators) 
who the new generation of 
Gays are — doctors, nurses, 
policemen, and public officials 
...” Senator David Roberti (D) 
of Los Angeles joined the rally, 
but declined to march in the 
rain, and told the rally that he 
can remember a time not long 
ago in Sacramento “that you 
couldn’t, get authors for Gay 
rights bills.” Roberti represents 
a liberal district and is a long¬ 
time supporter of Gay rights. 

San Francisco’s Senator 
Milton Marks, with a long 
record of support of Gay rights 
behind him, was, along with 
Agnos and Harry Britt, the best 
received of all the speakers, 
and predicted that “if people 
will read this bill, and try to un¬ 
derstand it, and stop lying 
about it, this bill should pass.” 
Minutes before the rally at the 
Mall ended. Assemblyman 
Willie Brown arrived and also

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Gay Rights Advocates To 
Go To Washington, D.C. 

JAN. 30 MEETING WITH TOP ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS 


The U.S. government and 
Gay Rights Advocates havff 
been negotiating seriously on 
Gay visitors to this country. 

Don Knutson, attorney and 
director of the San Francisco- 
based Gay Rights Advocates, 
will lead a three-man team to 
Washington, D.C., January 30 
to meet with top officials on the 
INS attempts to bar Gay visitors 
to the United States. 

“Originally,” Knutson told 
B.A.R., “we were planning to 
go tomorrow (Jan. 16) but we 
have been making progress 
and now need more time. We 
will now meet with the Justice 
Department January 30.” 

Joining Knutson will be non- 
Gay attorneys Bill Dillingham 
of Pillsbury, Madison and 
Sutro, and Jeff Appleman, an 
immigration expert. The two 
civil rights attorneys plus Knut¬ 
son are the team who have 
concentrated on the INS poli¬ 
cies since the Carl Hill incident 
at the S.F. International Airport 
in June, 1979. Both attorneys 
are serving pro bono (without 
charge). 

The San Francisco team will 
meet with John Shenefeld of 
the Justice Department who 
holds direct line authority over 
the INS. “He is the man,” said 
Knutson, “who makes the deci-

ment interpretation of the Im¬ 
migration and Nationality Act. 

In a letter released January 
11, Burton asked Attorney 
General Civiletti and President 
Carter to reject the findings of 
John M. Harmon, Assistant 
Attorney General. Harmon’s 
Memorandum concludes that 
the Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation Service should continue 
to investigate suspected homo¬ 
sexuals. 

In his letter to President 
Carter, Burton wrote, “To con¬ 
tinue with the prejudicial prac¬ 
tices, as written in Harmon’s 
December 10 Memorandum, 
would be a slap in the face to 
those of us who are working so 
hard to uphold human rights. 
To allow this Memorandum to 


be the voice of your Administa- 

be the voice of your Adminis¬ 
tration would also be in conflict 
with your campaign pledges in 
1976 not to allow the policies 
of the federal government to 
reflect such discrimination.” 

Burton simultaneously 
promised to introduce legisla¬ 
tion to effect a change in policy 
if it cannot be changed by an 
administrative ruling. 

Marks, Agnos and Burton 
have now joined the protests of 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein, Su¬ 
pervisors Quentin Kopp and 
Harry Britt whose remarks 
were published in the last issue 
of B.A.R.

pledged to work for passage of 
the Agnos bill. 

I could not reach Agnos 
Monday for his appraisal of the 
parade and rally, but I called 
Marks minutes after he had 
spoken to still another rally 
Monday morning in favor of 
the bill and Marks appeared en¬ 
couraged that there was a fair 
chance that the Agnos bill 
would be successful. Marks 
commented that the turnout, 
despite the “abominable” 
weather, “demonstrated the 
strength and dedication of 
people to pass legislation of this 
kind that should have been 
passed a hell of a long time 
ago.” 

Gray Davis, Governor 
Brown’s closest and most 
trusted aide int he Capitol, 
marched the entire route with 
the crowd and read a letter at 
the rally from the Governor 
that said, “I join with you in the 
movement to end discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual 
orientation.” Brown’s letter 
pledged to support the Agnos 
bill as well as the other now 
being offered in the Senate by 
David Roberti (SB-18) . Gover¬ 
nor Brown some time ago 
issued an executive order pro¬ 
hibiting such discrimination in 
state employment, and the 


State Supreme Court recently 
prohibited public utilities from 
such discrimination. 

The Agnos bill now before 
the Assembly (AB-1) would 
forbid most employers from 
firing, or refusing to hire or pro¬ 
mote, anyone because of sexu¬ 
al preference, but exempts reli¬ 
gious organizations, doesn’t 
cover persons convicted of sex 
crimes who apply for jobs in¬ 
volving children, and would 
still allow employers to enforce 
dress codes. By San Francisco 
standards, the parade in Sacra¬ 
mento would be considered 
less than a rousing success; 
Gays have, on occasion, 
turned out as many as 300,000 
to march here. However, tak¬ 
ing into consideration the 
weather, and the location, 
most observers agreed turning 
out between 5,000 and 10,000 
to march a route that most felt 
was too long a distance to be¬ 
gin with, the March on Sacra¬ 
mento had to be considered a 
success. 

Organizers of the parade and 
rally told B.A.R. that nearly 
400 stayed in Sacramento to 
lobby legislators on Monday.

Mayor Appoints Lesbian 
and Ex-Police Chief to 
Police Commission 


Mayor Dianne Feinstein Jan.' 
15 appointed two long-time 
allies to fill post-election resig¬ 
nations on the city’s Police 
Commission. 

She chose former Police 
Chief A1 Nelder and Board of 
Permit Appeals Commissioner 
Jo Daly. Lesbian Daly was ap¬ 
pointed to the Permit Appeals 
Board to fill the forced resigna¬ 
tion of David Scott, who chal¬ 
lenged Feinstein in the Mayor’s 
race. Prior to that Daly had 
been on the staff of the Human 
Rights Commission as liaison to 
the Gay Advisory Committee. 
She is reported a long-time 
close friend of the Mayor. 

Nelder, Chief of Police 
under the Alioto administra¬ 
tion and later a Supervisor, has 
been referred to as one of Fein- 
stein’s confidants. A year ago 
he was mentioned as a possible 


chief aide in the Feinstein ad¬ 
ministration, but accepting a 
full-time city job would have 
lost him his sizable pension. 
There was some speculation at 
the news of Nelder’s appoint¬ 
ment that his selection might be 
a conflict of interest due to his 
previous police employment. 

During the campaign, Fein¬ 
stein promised a police com¬ 
missioner to the Gay commu¬ 
nity. Among others, Larry 
Hughes, Frank Fitch, and 
attorney Matt Coles were 
reported seeking the post. 
Hughes has been active on the 
Gay Outreach Police Recruit¬ 
ment Drive. Fitch, a current 
Charter Commissioner, had 
the support of many of the 
Alice B. Toklas Club members, 
while Coles was the favorite of 
Harvey Milk Democratic Club 
activists.

Immigration Office 
Picketed 


Two hundred Lesbians, Gay 
men and a few straight sup¬ 
porters picketed the local office 
of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service at 645 
Sansome Street at Noon Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 15. The picket, or¬ 
ganized by the Harvey Milk 
Gay Democratic Club, had 
been organized to protest the 
most recent INS versus Gay 
Tourists incident at the San 
Francisco International Airport 
on December 29. On that date, 
Jaime Chavez, a Mexican dress 
designer, was detained upon 
arrival at the airport and held 
incommunicado for some 
24 hours -because of his homo¬ 
sexuality. 

Pickets at Tuesday’s Noon 
rally carried signs and placards 
denouncing the INS, President 
Carter, and Secretary of State 


Cyrus Vance. Vance had 
issued an order instructing the 
Immigration Service to con¬ 
tinue their long-standing prac¬ 
tice of preventing homosexual 
foreigners from entering this 
country, claiming homosexuals 
are mentally unfit and pose a 
threat to our American way of 
life. 

Bill Krause, Milk Club Presi¬ 
dent, told B.A.R. that he was 
pleased at the number of 
people who showed up to 
march in the rain on Tuesday, 
and those who did appear were 
vocal, but the protest was com¬ 
pletely non-violent and peace¬ 
ful. The only officeholders who 
walked with the picket were 
Public Defender Jeff Brown, 
who picketed with members of 
his staff, and Supervisor Harry 
Britt.

AB-I Out of 
Committee 


Art Agnos’ office reported 
mid-week that AB-1 — a state¬ 
wide Gay employment rights 
bill sponsored by Assemblyman 
Agnos — has made progress. 
On Tuesday, Jan. 15, the 
measure passed the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee 
by a vote of 11 to 5. The 21- 
member committee is chaired 
by Assemblyman Dan Boat¬ 
wright of Contra Costa. The bill 
must come to the Assembly 
floor by the month’s end. 


Those voting against the 
measure were Assemblymen 
Gordon Duffy, Jim Ellis, 
Richard Hayden, Charles Im- 
brecht, and Norm Waters. 

Meanwhile in the State Sen¬ 
ate, SB-18, a companion 
measure, will soon emerge 
from the Senate Industrial Re¬ 
lations Committee. It was there 
that Senator Milton Marks’ 
similar measure died last year. 


NGTF Sees Progress 
on National Level 

Washington, D.C, 

On December 20, officials of the administration of Jimmy E. Carter were presented with petitions 
containing 51,000 signatures calling for an end to “the harassment and prosecution of homosexuals 
by the Federal Government.” The petition essentially called for the President to live up to a 
campaign pledge he made on May 21, 1976, to see that the federal government would not single 
homosexuals out for “abuse, harassment, or prosecution under existing laws.” Considering the bud¬ 
getary implications of abusing, harassing and prosecuting everyone under voluminous existing laws, 
Carter’s promise not to single out Gays sounded pretty good.

an Executive Order banning 
discrimination against homo¬ 
sexuals in government employ¬ 
ment and services if he is 
elected President. 

The Task Force also said that 
Kennedy pledged to support 
the plank in the Democratic 
platform that supports the 
rights of Gay men and Lesbians 
to full participation in the 
social, economic and political 
life of the nation. 

“We regard this as a signifi¬ 
cant commitment,” Task Force 
Co-Executive Directors Charles 
F. Brydon and Lucia Valeska 
said. “This is the first meaning¬ 
ful commitment to Gay rights 
from the Kennedy campaign. 
Many Gay Democrats will look 
more favorably on his candi¬ 
dacy as a result.” 

Brydon and Valeska said 
Kennedy’s commitments were 
substantially the same as 
pledges made by California 
. Governor Edmund J. Brown at 
a Gay rights fundraiser in 
Washington last November. 

In an update of events, 
NGTF said it expects a re¬ 
sponse from the Carter/Mon¬ 
dale campaign this week. 
“While we do not yet have a 
formal response from the 
Carter campaign, White House 
officials already have commit¬ 


ted the administration to a seri¬ 
ous review of our request for 
an Executive Order. We take 
them at their word,” Valeska 
and Brydon said. 

Brydon and Valeska said 
that the Kennedy and Brown 
pledges make it almost certain 
the Democratic convention will 
hear and debate a resolution 
on Gay rights. Efforts to get a 
similar platform plank in 1972 
and 1976 were stalled in com¬ 
mittee. 

“The importance of an Ex¬ 
ecutive Order is not merely 
symbolic,” Brydon and 
Valeska said. “A number of 
federal agencies still have spe¬ 
cific bars against even low level 
Gay employees. It is an irra¬ 
tional and unwarranted intru¬ 
sion into the private lives of 
citizens.”

Street last November reported that he saw the same car cruis¬ 
ing in the Castro Friday, January 11, harassing Gays. 

He identified the car as a beige Chevrolet Caprice or Impala, 
1975-1977, with an inverted back window. The license plate 
was California 562 FN? The witness said the same individuals 
were in the car — Latino juveniles — this time yelling out of the 
car windows derogatory epithets at Gay men on the street. 

The witness maintained that the November victim of the 
punks was “nearly killed” and warns anyone alone to be wary 
of this gang and only respond to them in kind with larger 
numbers.

“CRUISING” - What To Do? 

Two responses forever lurk when flirting with adversity 
or garbage: to engage it or submit to it, to challenge it 
head on or ignore it. Each response has its advantages: 
each has its pitfalls. 

The former path more often than not draws undue 
publicity (and publicity is what every promoter vies for, 
buys for, and at times would even die for — it’s a heaven¬ 
sent gift when it arrives free of charge — create a fire 
storm and everyone wants to see for themselves). 

Tell people not to do a certain thing and we create the' 
impetus to do the reverse. “Let me be the judge” of 
what’s okay or nay, and the cash registers ring up the 
sales. It used to be said that if an item were “banned in 
Boston,” the ticket to success had been assured. 

I have read the screenplay — if anyone should accept 
my word — “Cruising” is a piece of shit. The plot solves 
the “Charlie Chop-Off” series of murders in NYC. A 
nice, All-American Columbia graduate student (history of 
the American musical theater) with a father problem picks 
up handsome young men, lures them to sexual trysts, 
and as they go down on him — he stabs them repeatedly 
with a steak knife (on screen), cuts off their cocks and 
stuffs them in their mouths. The killer’s voice during the 
stabbing becomes the voice of the cruel father. 

. The film’s ironic twist is that the young All-American 
police cadet (happily heterosexual) who is assigned to go 
undercover and play decoy catches the spirit or the 
malaise and becomes the next “Charlie Chop-Off’ 
murderer. Fade out. . . 

The simplistic theme: homosexuality contaminates; 
catching it breeds helpless killers. 

Happily even for the producers neither the story nor 
the theme is the point of the film. Infantile as they are 
(made “adult” by an excess of hard-edge police flim-flam) 
they are merely the vehicle for an extended horrorlogue 
of sexploitation. The camera is the star, and it leads the 
viewer through every murky inch of the intestinal tract of 
the homosexual sub-subculture. 

The most twisted aspects of the parts (the no-man’s 
land of queerest haunts) are romanticized by the camera 
as the whole. The camera is repeatedly directed to revolt

“CRUISING” APOLOGIST 

★ I received a brochure in the mail about protesting 
the movie “Cruising.” 

From the first, when I read the newspaper accounts 
of Gay people marching and protesting — sometimes 
violently — the filming of the movie, my reaction was 
guarded. In essence, it seemed to me, the issue, re¬ 
gardless of the nature of the filmscript and the opin¬ 
ions and emotions and motivations of the protestors, 
was simply censorship. The Gay people were saying, 
“You cannot make a movie 1 disagree with. Stop.” 

I don’t think censorship works very well in society, 
even if it is imposed in the name of the noblest inten¬ 
tions. I think anyone can mak£ a film about anything, 
as long as human and/or animal life is not harmed in 
the process, and that they can have the freedom to 
display their work. , 


Apparently the strongest objection to “Cruising” is 
that it depicts the brutal murders of Gay men and that 
this action, seen by macho straight men, may very 
well give some of them ideas about murder them¬ 
selves and that Gay men will in actuality die at the 
hands of these psychotics. Stop the film, the protest¬ 
ors seem to be saying, and you will save Gay lives. 
This is speculation about possibilities and not fact. I 
doubt any of us has the power to see the future and 
for this very reason concentrating on today makes 
more sense. Again, imposing censorship on the basis 
of speculation about what could happen seems un¬ 
justifiable . 

The brochure urges me to “. . . CONFRONT ALL 
HOMOPHOBIA, SCAPEGOATING, QUEER¬ 
BAITING, SELF-HATRED! REPEL THE ATTACK! 
DEMAND RESPECT! ..." These exhortations sound 
like the cries of someone caught up in the experience 
of being a victim, of being an innocent victim to cir¬ 
cumstances of a hostile straight society over which 
they have no control and are now reacting to with a 
vengeance. Granted, homophobia does exist and 
queer-bashing does exist, BUT THEY EXIST NOW 
AND HAVE EXISTED IN THE PAST WITH OUR 
CONSENT. Otherwise, they wouldn’t have existed at 
all. I say we are not innocent victims, and it is time we 
stopped acting like them, take responsibility for our 
lives as they are TODAY and go from there. 

The brochure complains that “Cruising” depicts 
homosexuality badly and is another good reason to 
either stop it or boycott it. Gay people have been 
complaining about their image in the media for a 
while. I say, if you don’t like the way you are being 
depicted, depict yourself yourself. Why not? Why not 
Gay films by Gay people? So far the Gay Cinema has 
largely been restricted to fuck films. 

Lastly, since “Cruising” has not been released yet, 
all the brouhaha about its alleged hostility toward Gay 
people has been spread by word-of-mouth. Again, 
are we to believe everything we read or hear from an¬ 
other source? I, personally, prefer to consult the 
ultimate and only trustworthy source — myself. I 
intend to see the film, both in the spirit of personal 
freedom and to make my own choices.

You are to be commended for your constant re¬ 
minders about using whistles. A whistle might have 
saved George's life. Why are whistles only sold at a 
few stores in our community? There should be signs 
and distributors everywhere, with the profits going to 
safeguard the community. 

Certainly whistles may prove more reliable than 
calling the police. I know there are good and sup¬ 
portive people on the force, and that their job is ex¬ 
tremely difficult. I also know that when George first 
disappeared and the police were called, his case was 
assigned to someone who first returned to town eight 
days after the shooting, and four days after his death! 
It was only by chance that the comatose individual at 
San Francisco General was identified as my friend. 

Be careful, sisters and brothers. The surface cracks 
as the New Age arises.

An open letter to the Gay men and women of San 
Francisco: 

Living in the face of non-agreement regarding our 
homosexuality, we at times suffer indignities that are 
intolerable. Although heterosexual understanding 
may be difficult because they cannot relate person¬ 
ally, such understanding and compassion among our¬ 
selves is paramount. We cannot settle for any less. 

Last evening 1 had an experience that left me feel¬ 
ing angered and upset, primarily because it came 
from within the Gay community. I was flatly denied 
entrance to the Club Baths at 8th and Howard for the 
sole reason of an expired driver’s license. It had not 
ceased to identify who I was, it just did not permit me 
. to drive a car in California. Presenting other forms of 
identification such as charge cards, etc. were not 
acceptable. It was at this point that I pondered the 
reason for such close scrutiny of i.d., since if I had 
been admitted, all such cards would have been 
checked with the management which would prevent 
me from leaving with my room key. The refusal to be 
admitted was a most embarrassing situation for me as 
; there were at least thirty people behind me in line, 

1 who were shocked at the scrutiny with which identifi¬ 
cation was being surveyed and at my rude treatment. 

I have been a regular customer of this bath house 
since it opened, and the apparent manager, Ray, 
who denied my entrance, has seen me many, many 
times. I might add, that my conduct and presentation 
within this establishment have always been, as far as I 
am concerned, without question. There didn’t seem 
1 to be any valid reason to deny me admittance other 
than the general attitude at the Club to be as discrimi¬ 
nating and rude to all patrons, whenever possible. 

Anyone who has visited this bath house may have 
been given or observed such treatment, which has 
been atrocious for some time. Their attitude is inex¬ 
cusably anti-Gay, and for the thousands and thou¬ 
sands of Gay men who have supported this establish¬ 
ment for so many years, this is unforgivable. If we are 
to achieve respectability within the community at 
large, then we must begin with ourselves, and not 
settle for insulting or degrading treatment. 

The acceptance and support that I feel we would all 
1 like to experience jn our lives must come from within 
or else we face a life-long battle without possible 
victory.

Dear President Carter: 

I urge immediate action regarding the harassment 
of Gay tourists and aliens who continue to be sub¬ 
jected to indignities and injustices by the U.S. INS. 

Present policy victimizes law-abiding people be¬ 
cause of an archaic interpretation of immigration law 
under which Gay people are presumed “aliens 
afflicted with psychopathic personalities.” 

This anachronistic policy persists despite common 
logic and the public statement of your U.S. Surgeon 
General in June. 1979, declaring homosexuality to 
be “no longer considered a mental disease or defect.” 


The distortion of immigration laws to carry out a 
violation of basic human rights is grossly inconsistent 
with this nation's principles. 

Furthermore, it is grossly inconsistent with your 
own administration's commitment to global human 
rights as a foundation of American foreign policy. 

I respectfully urge you to take immediate adminis¬ 
trative action to protect innocent people from illegal 
arrests, false imprisonments and undue hardships by: 

• Issuing an Executive Order to the Director of Im¬ 
migration and Naturalization directing that all regional 
agents “cease and desist" any further detainment of 
people whose sexuality is found officially question¬ 
able until all the legal issues in this case are resolved.

I've been reading his 
article on the Gay Scene over there at Frisco, which 
used to go over with a bang, thats as for my point of 
view. 

I've told him both, about my problem and my 
search for.Guys of this scene there. 1 am gay myself, 
you know. So I was given your name, address, etc., 
by Mr. Unger, who let me know that you might be 
able to help me. He also told me that .vou don't knr»*> 
'Gtewnan at all, the reason why I’ve omitted to contact 
you up to this very day 'cause 1 don't know English at 
all. However. 1 was lucky since I met a guy today, 
who once lived at Frisco and who's able to translate 
my lines into English. 

As for my person. I am a brown-eyed guy at the 
age of 30. 5' 11" tall, slim and enjoy reading, writing 
songs (word$) depending on my mood respectively 
state of mind or simply refering to the doings around 
me. Moreover. I’m talking myself for an open-minded 
guy. who loves all the pleasant things in life. Sounds 
great? 

However, there's one more thing that might be 
turning you off instead of helping me. You know. I'm 
presently not free but have gotten to stay in the 
slammer, right here at Dieburg. West Germany, for a 
while. On wait a minute, before you decide to tear it 
up right away, please do me the favor of reading my 
lines thoroughly and try to understand ev'ry word 1 
say. Thanks a lot!!! 

I mean, being in jail doesn't mean, being an incorri¬ 
gible crook. (I don't consider myself a crook) tho it is a 
pretty way of life, isn't it? Sure. I’ve committed a 
couple of offenses and here in the slammer. I’m goin' 
thru the hell once in a while. Lots of the so-called 
“normal" guys I've gotten around me ignore me - ~ 
'cause I'm gay and maybe you can figure what a drag 
it is being considered as asshole. 

My “interpreter" has been telling me about the way 
American minds are goin' particularly over there in 
California. 

He ain’t gay there’s a big difference between him 
and German narrow-minded folks. I hate prejudiced 
folks, who ain't even to know wrong from right since 
all blind and dumb because of the bullshit they got in 
their fuckin’ heads. Typical German, isn’t it? 

So I’d like to meet some American guys, who’re 
goin’ thru same way as I’m presently doin'. I guess, 
we could have a fair exchange of ideas, opinion. 
Moreover. I’m planning to be leaving Germany any¬ 
way after I’ve done my time. Maybe, by means of 
your help. I could find a couple of bang-up guys, who 
feel like contacting me. That’s in spite of my present 
environment.

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Gay Press Meets 
With Chief 


On Monday, Jan. 7, repre¬ 
sentatives of the Gay press 
corps along with spokesmen 
for the Gay outreach program 
met with newly-selected San 
Francisco Police Chief Cor¬ 
nelius Murphy. The discussion 
was arranged by Chief Mur¬ 
phy’s office. 

Del Dawson and Larry 
Hughes, who have organized 
the Gay curriculum for police 
cadets, joined with Les 
Morgan, driving force behind 
the Gay police recruitment 
drive, were on hand to voice 
their concerns and to report on 
the progress of their efforts. 

A broad range of topics were 
broached in the two-hour ses¬ 
sion at the 5th floor conference 
room in the Hall of Justice. 
Murphy answered questions 
and gave his opinion on sub¬ 
jects of deep concern to the 
Gay community. 

A major concern of those 
present was the continued rise 
of violent crime on the city 
streets: homicide, rape, rob¬ 
bery. and aggravated assault. 


The last category is of especial 
concern to Gays in the Castro, 
Mission, and Tenderloin dis¬ 
tricts. The new Chief acknowl¬ 
edged that much of the vio¬ 
lence was the work of juveniles 
— many of whom, he added, 
are from out of the city. 

Another topic of conversa¬ 
tion was the vice squad and 
what looks to be an unhealthy 
relationship between police in¬ 
formers and certain members 
of the force. The net result is 
often an undue harassment of 
Gay and Gay-oriented busi¬ 
nesses: delays in granting 

licenses, raids, and the closing 
of Gay operations with slim 
justification. The recent 
troubles at the Bulldog Baths, 
Studio West, and the Century 
Theater were cited as 
examples. 

The local Gay press was rep¬ 
resented by the publishers of 
B.A.R., Sentinel , and the 
newly established The Voice. 
Joining them were the papers’ 
editors, newswriters, and 
photographers.

The meeting remained ami¬ 
cable and afforded both the 
press and the Chief to become 
acquainted. Murphy expressed 
his hope that more and more of 
San Francisco police would re¬ 
side within the city’s limits, 
would look into complaints 
about the removal of badges in 
confrontational situations, and 
that he would keep an open 
door policy to the Gay commu¬ 
nity. He also voiced his support 
of the on-going Gay recruit¬ 
ment efforts for future police. 
In addition, he would see to it 
that his newly chosen top aides 
and commanders would be city 
residents. 

First impressions of Murphy 
are that he is a congenial man, 
willing to listen.and learn. He 
neither patronized the group 
nor used the occasion as a plat¬ 
form for POA propaganda. He 
is soft-spoken and exudes 
charm and modesty.

sions.” Also present will be Bob 
Matson, a White House aide; 
David Crossland, acting direc¬ 
tor of the INS; and representa¬ 
tives of the State Department 
and the Public Health Service. 

“We have been making 
progress,” said Knutson. “In 
Washington we will try to nego¬ 
tiate a settlement which will be 
satisfactory to everyone.” 

According to Knutson, the 
government appears now to be 
really serious in reaching a set¬ 
tlement that will be satisfactory 
to everyone. The team from 
San Francisco will seek a reso¬ 
lution that the current exclu¬ 
sionary tactics against Gay 
visitors be stopped. That 
“questions about private sexual 
conduct not be asked at the 
border.” 

, Over the past weeks the 
major press in the country, i.e. 
The New York Times, The 
Washington Post, The L.A. 
Times, The Boston Globe, all 
have editorialized on the ludi¬ 
crousness of the INS discrimi¬ 
natory practices. The word is 
filtering back to the administra¬ 
tion, says Knutson, that their 
tactics are laughable. “They’re 
beginning to understand that 
community sentiment is in¬ 
creasingly voicing the foolish¬ 
ness of INS’s behavior,” he 
said. 

The million dollar lawsuit 
filed in Jaime Chavez’s behalf 
for damages will proceed. If 
Knutson and his associates are 
not successful on January 30, 
they will go forward with their 
class action suit. 

Meanwhile, Chavez, the 
Mexican dress designer who 
occasioned the incident at the 
airport December 29, is com¬ 
pleting his stay in San Francis¬ 
co. He was informed that the 
Mexico City newspapers cov¬ 
ered the story extensively, and 
he has no idea what he will face 
on his return to Mexico City. 
Insofar as his damage suit will 
go forward, he will return to 
this country again.

the eye, focus on the lurid, the depraved, the bizarre, the 
sleazy, the desolation. This is not cinema uerite — it is a 
decision to create disgust which will in turn reinforce the 
audience’s fear and hatred.

I cringe at the thought of censorship — yet on the other 
hand, “Cruising” is in no way a story crying to be told. In 
short, it is flagrantly immoral because its permeating in¬ 
tention is to buttress the notion that homosexuals deserve 
to be exterminated because by their very existence they 
are corrupt and degenerate. 

Hence the B.A.R. endorses any effort to prevent the 
film from opening and encourages Gay activists — 
should it show — to cause its promoters as much trouble 
as they can while it is here. And least of all, don’t — 
solely out of a spirit of contrariness — support it with your 
dollars. 

Let the Anita Bryants, the John Briggses and the 
Christian Fundamentalists — voyeuristically lap it up — 
it’s made for them and it’s what they want to see and 
hear.

Dutch Gays Quiz 
U.S. Tourists 


According to a United Press 
release, Dutch Gay activists last 
week donned police uniforms 
and interrogated American 
tourists on their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Air passengers landing at 
Amsterdam Airport were 
quizzed by “police” whether 
they were homosexual or het¬ 
erosexual. The tourists were 
approached by two men and 
two women after clearing cus¬ 
toms and immigration. 

The four in borrowed police 
uniforms called themselves the 
“Homosquad” and said they 
were members of the Dutch 
Association for the Integration 
of Homosexuality. 

The ruse was set up to 
dramatize their protest against 
U.S. I.N.S. efforts to deny 
entry to foreign Gay visitors. 

The most recent incident oc¬ 


curred at San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Airport involving 
Mexican dress designer Jaime 
Chavez. Chavez was seized 
December 29 upon deplaning 
from a flight from Mexico City. 
He was spirited away under the 
surveillance of two private 
security guards and held in¬ 
communicado for 24 hours. 

The incident resulted in a 
spate of protests from Califor¬ 
nia and San Francisco public 
officials (U.S. Senator Alan 
Cranston, Governor Jerry 
Brown, Congressman John 
Burton, State Senator Milton 
Marks, Assemblyman Art 
Agnos, Mayor Dianne Fein- 
stein, and Supervisors Quentin 
Kopp and Harry Britt). 

Simultaneously, two lawsuits 
have been filed since the inci¬ 
dent. One, a million-dollar suit 
for damages., and the second a 
class action suit against the 
I.N.S. and the Public Health 
Service. 


Victory for Canadian Gays 

Montreal, Quebec 


Human Rights Commission, 
empowered to enforce the 
province’s human rights legis¬ 
lation. 

The Commission, however, 
would not declare the Catholic 
School Commission’s actions 
discriminatory. Rather, they 
said, article 20 of the Human 
Rights Charter permits discrim¬ 
ination by non-profit organiza¬ 
tions of political, philanthropic, 
religious or educational nature. 
The Catholic School Commis¬ 
sion argued in its defense that 
the teachings of the Catholic 
Church were contrary to the 
aims of the Gay organization. 
The “Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion” agreed, and ADGQ took 
the case to court. 

November 29 Superior 
Court Judge Marc Beauregard 
handed down a ruling uphold¬ 
ing the Gay organization’s 
claim to rental space. He re¬ 
marked that article 20, as an 
exception, must be interpreted 
restrictively. He noted that the 
Montreal Catholic School 
Commission had regularly 
rented space to other groups 
not exactly in line with Vatican

beliefs, such as Marxist- 
Leninists, pro-abortion activists 
and atheists.

Gay Police Recruitment 

Herb Caen Goes Too Far

Quebec Gay rights activists 
have finally won their first legal 
battle, armed with Gay rights 
legislation adopted by the Que- 
becois government in Decem¬ 
ber, 1977. The Association for 
the Rights of the Gay Commu¬ 
nity of Quebec (ADGQ) at¬ 
tempted to rent space for an 
evening meeting from the 


Montreal Catholic School 
Commission. This was prior to 
the adoption of the Gay rights 
law, and, of course, the Gay 
group was denied access to 
rental facilities. After the Gay 
bill passed, the group re¬ 
applied and was turned down 
again. At this point they took 
their case to the Quebec 
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Herb Caen is the most wide¬ 
ly read columnist in Northern 
California. According to figures 
supplied by the Son Francisco 
Chronicle , over 1 million 
people read his column each 
day. It is for this reason that his 
erroneous slur last Monday 
against the Gay recruits in the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment must be examined. His 
assistant, Jesse Hamlin has 
given his word that a retraction 
would be forthcoming if we 
were to point up the errors in 
the item. 

i For those that missed this 
column, Mr. Caen noted that 
“And then there were six.” The 
implications being that the re¬ 
cruiting program for Gays in 
the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment was slowly headed 
for failure because of two Gay 
recruits who withdrew from the 
Police Academy training pro¬ 
gram. Caen gave two reasons 
for the recruits’ withdrawal 
from the program. One being 
that a recruit “could not lift the 
required weight” and the other . 
being that the academy pro¬ 
gram was too “militaristic.” 

If the recruitment of police 
officers, Gay or straight, was 
not such a serious matter, the 
remarks might be overlooked 
as another example of a flip 
faggot item or another “let’s 
make the cops look bad” re¬ 
mark. Unfortunately, there is a 
| serious crime problem in San 
Francisco which can only be 
! remedied by literally hundreds 
of additional police officers be¬ 
ing added to the force. The 
crime is violent, it is deadly, 
and it is perpetrated against 
Gays, straights and especially 
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senior citizens such as Herb 
Caen. 

Here are the facts that relate 
to Mr. Caen’s column. First, 
the remark that there are only 
six is not accurate. There are 
eight Gay men and Lesbians 
currently in training at the 
Police Academy, and there are 
11 additional Gay men and 
Lesbians currently waiting to be 
sworn in which will bring the 
total to 19 recruits in the San 
Francisco Police Department. 
These figures do not include 
the two candidates who with¬ 
drew from the program. 

With regard to the candi¬ 
dates that withdrew, neither re¬ 
cruit withdrew because he 
could not lift weights. There is, 
in fact, no requirement in the 
academy that a police recruit 
lift a required weight. The other 
reason given in the Caen col¬ 
umn was that the recruits found 
the program too militaristic. 
That comment is true. Both re¬ 
cruits have served honorably in 
the United States Armed 
Forces and stated that they 
found the conditions at the 
Police Academy more militaris¬ 
tic than in military service, and 
this was one of the reasons 
they chose to resign. 

It should also be noted that 
both recruits who withdrew 
have the option to re-enter the 
Police Academy should they 
choose. As a matter of fact, as 
the posters state, “you don’t 
have to be straight to be a cop.” 
Gay men and Lesbians who 
are interested in getting infor¬ 
mation on becoming officers in 
the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment should contact Les

Morgan, co-ordinator of the 
Gay Outreach Program. His 
telephone number is 775- 
1000 . 

Morgan also recently spoke 
to Caen’s assistant, Jesse Ham¬ 
lin, regarding another error in 
the gossip column. Mr. Caen 
reported in the Chronicle that 
over $300,000 in city funds 
would be allocated for this pro¬ 
gram. Not only is this incorrect, 
but the actual expenditure from 
October 1978, through De¬ 
cember 31, 1979, by the Gay 
Outreach Program was 
$1,516.84 and this was not 
provided by city funds. 

For this error regarding the 
funding of the program, Les 
Morgan was assured a retrac¬ 
tion by Caen’s office. To date, 
no retraction has appeared. 
What has appeared, though, 
has been a tremendous interest 
by San Francisco’s officials. 
Supervisor John L. Molinari is 
opening his house at 154 Lom¬ 
bard Street on January 27 for a 
fund raiser. The event is co¬ 
sponsored by ten Supervisors 
and the Alice B. Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club. 

Herb Caen has stated that 
though the Mayor of our city 
wants to see an end to divisive¬ 
ness, he wishes to promote the 
concept of a divided city. In 
spite of that strange line of 
thinking, it should be noted 
that Herb Caen needs and 
should feel a responsibility to 
support a strong and fully- 
staffed police department just 
as should the rest of the citizens 
who pride themselves as citi¬ 
zens of this Baghdad-by-the- 
Bay. 
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Probation Maze for Alton 
Singleton, May 21 Rioter 

Ass’t D.A. Jerry Koelling had Alton Singleton arrested in 
court for probation violations December 17. Ever since, Single- 
ton has been wearing a glo-orange parachute jail jumpsuit. 
Late morning of January 8, a hearing was held before Judge 
Walter F. Calcagno, the famous Dan White judge, to consider 
if Singleton should be sent to State Prison until 1982 for break¬ 
ing his probation. 

Singleton’s attorney, Rhoda Lee Sapirstein, who has been 
with him since May 25, ’79, has made it a lifestyle to get along 
with her colleague attorneys. And until Koelling had Singleton 
arrested, she was friendly with the D.A., too. No more. When 
Koelling arrived at 10:15, very rapid and furrow-looking, Miss 
Sapirstein was chatting outside the door. Koelling went right 
inside, Sapirstein made a half-hearted attempt to call him, but it 
did not take. 


Judge Calcagno: “This is 
line # 10, Alton J. Singleton.” 
At this the bailiff opened the 
cage and let in the orange para¬ 
chute, with Singleton’s sleek 
head on top. He was subdued, 
with a compressed look that 
kept him from searching the 
audience for friends. 

Koelling was no smiles, all 
evidence: “At this time I move 
to introduce into evidence ex¬ 
hibit A for the People, Supple¬ 
mentary report, six pages, con¬ 
sisting of previous papers and a 
police -report. A transcript of 
the proceedings before the 
Hon. Richard P. Figone, 53 
pages. With that in evidence, 
the People rest.” This was evi¬ 
dence of such things as Single- 
ton driving without a license, 
collecting citations without pay¬ 
ing them off, and of course his 
action on the night of May 21- 
22 in the company of Tyrone 
Cooper, a May 21 defendant 
who is in state prison on 
another charge. 

It must be appreciated that 
Miss Rhoda Sapirstein turns up 
in court with feathers. Rust 


turtleneck sweaters, hats with 
fur bands and real feathers. 
She brings to court a bit more 
music from the organ of the 
heart. She spoke in a whispery 
voice. 

Sapirstein: “I have some 

doubt, your Honor, whether 
we are properly before the 
court. Unfortunately, every 
probation revocation comes 
out of San Francisco.” (Refer¬ 
ence to the fact that only in San 
Francisco can probation be 
revoked before a trial.) 

Judge Calcagno: “Are you 
saying you’re not prepared?” 

“No,” said Miss Sapirstein, 
nervouslike, as though she 
would rather be doing the 
hora. 

Koelling had one further 
piece of evidence: “Here is a 
certified letter. It is a notice and 
a motion of probation revoca¬ 
tion. Here is a return receipt. 

“May I see that?” 

“Certainly.” 


Sapirstein: “The envelope 
indicates...!” 

Judge Calcagno: “Don’t do 
that. Don’t argue. The way to 
do that is, introduce it as 
People’s 3, for identification.” 

“I object!” 

“No, it’s for identification.” 

Clerk Barrett (smartly): “So 
marked!” 

“I object to introducing this. 
There is printing, there are 
numerous additions, there are 
handwritten items...” 

Judge Calcagno: “That’s all 
postal stuff, isn’t it? Let me see. 
It has $.80, AOS, stamps, 
marked 3D8740 certified mail, 
a printed fingerstamp marked, 
unclaimed.” 

Sapirstein: “Your honor, 

we’ve had some very serious 
shortcomings in delivery. I 
object.”’ 

“Overruled.” 

The envelope was one of 
three Koelling claimed were 
sent by the D. A.’s office to noti¬ 
fy Singleton his probation was 
revoked. If he’d been living at 
the address he gave his proba¬ 
tion department, he would 
have received the letter. If he 
wasn’t living there, he had 
broken his probation by failing 
to notify his probation officer. 

Lawyer Sapirstein had one 
witness, Singleton’s probation 
officer. She was Doris Hall. 

Sapirstein: “Have you 

formed an opinion, whether or 
not Mr. Singleton should re¬ 
main on probation?” 

Hall: “At this time...” 


Judge Calcagno: “Yes or 
no. This calls for a yes or no 
answer. Have you formed an 
opinion?” 

“Yes, I have.” 

“What is that?”. 

“If he remains on probation, 
he would have to be acceptable 
for our Intensive Supervision 
Program. We have in our 
department a new Intensive 
Supervision. And we’re trying 
to place on probation again, 
with very intensive super¬ 
vision.” 

“By the way, did you ever 
move to revoke his probation?” 

“No, I don’t believe so.” 

Koelling: “Did you talk to 
Mr. Singleton concerning the 
events of May 22, 1979?” 

“No, I have not seen him.” 

“Have you read the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing transcript?” 

“No, I have not.” 

Judge Calcagno: “Were you 
aware of his vehicle offense?” 

“No.” 

But in answer to the crucial 
question, whether or not 
Singleton should be freed again 
on probation, Doris Hall re¬ 
peated her preference for In¬ 
tensive Supervision. 

Miss Sapirstein had some 
concluding urgings. “Our sys¬ 
tem of justice has moved very 
harshly against Mr. Singleton. 
His probation report indicates 
Mr. Singleton is helping his 
family bringing in income. To 
send Mr. Singleton to prison 
reeks of a harshness that is un¬ 


believable. I move it is appro¬ 
priate to place Mr. Singleton 
under intensive supervision.” 

Koelling: “I would like to 
point out briefly that these two 
offenses are extremely similar. 
To place him on probation 
again is to give him a reward 
for what he did on the night of 
May 21-22, 1979.” 

Judge Calcagno took it all 
under submission, and set a 
date for his decision. It was 
seven days hence, January 15. 
1980, 8:30 in Dept. 23. Hall of 
Justice. 

The orange parachute was 
then locked up again by the 
bailiff.

Donnie Brown, Vietnam Veteran 
— American Indian Juicer 


When last seen, our typical 
drunken hero Donnie Brown, 
veteran of Vietnam, born 
American Indian, had failed to 
show for the latest of his 22 
scheduled court appearances 
in connection with the riot night 
of May 21-22, 1979. A drunk- 
happy Indian loose on the 
streets of Market with two 
friendly, pretty women friends 
who put out for the All- 
American buck. Judge Goff 
issued a no-nonsense bench 
warrant on him, for $5,000, 
but his lawyer Manzella 
explained that Donnie Brown 
was being detoxified at Fort 
Miley. Judge Goff put it off a 
week, til December 29, 1979. 

When we last saw Brown in 
the flesh, he had appeared, but 
the arresting police officer was 
in a San Mateo hospital, in 
traction. No bench warrant was 
issued on him when he failed to 
appear, because that’s the sys¬ 
tem, and we see which end of it 
Donnie Brown is on. 

When we last saw him, it was 
looking promising. After seven 
months, his case was passed to 
Jim Pinelli in the D.A.’s office. 



If he looked at what might have 
happened that night, Pinelli 
might see his way to recogniz¬ 
ing a unisex garment, allow 
that it could be a woman’s 
blouse too, and there would be 
a sensible reduction to a “tres¬ 
pass,” a minor thing, a misde¬ 
meanor. That was something 
Donnie Brown could plead 
guilty to. If Donnie Brown took 
a blouse from a shattered win¬ 
dow that night, and passed it to 
a friend who asked him for it as 
they walked along Market, he 
could admit it and plead 
“Guilty,” if it was a Trespass, 
but not if it remained a felony 
burglary which could send him 
to State Prison for several 
years. 

December 29, 1979, Donnie 
Brown was sitting in Judge 
Goff’s courtroom, waiting. 
Lawyer Manzella was there. 
Asst. D.A. Jim Pinelli was ab¬ 
sent, so Cynthia Lee sat in for 
him. At 9:30 Judge Charley 
Goff appeared; his manner 
altered since his move from 
City Hall to the Hall of Justice. 
Here is he jollier, brisker, 
brusquer, even louder in voice. 
He said the new pace was too 
much, but I believe he’s clicking 
his heels a little these days. 

Judge Goff looked down at 
his docket on Donnie Brown: 
“It says, Stay Bench Warrant. 
What is this all about?” 

Good lawyer Joe Manzella: 
“Oh, Donnie was in Fort Miley 
getting detoxed.” Then he 
added in the same all-the-time- 
in-the-world comic vein, “This 
is one of those ancient May 21 
cases, your honor; you know.” 

Judge Goff declared, how¬ 
ever, “No, I don’t!” 

The judge was not going to 
allow a public-private club joke

about the May 21 defendants. 
He had played his part in the 
drama, and it was a big one: he 
was the Recusal hearing judge. 
He ruled that Joe Freitas was 
without prejudice, despite the 
Dan White verdict and the May 
21-22 riot. But Judge Goff was 
not hostile to the defendants; 
he ordered the D.A.’s office to 
turn over forthwith and make 
available to the May 21 defend¬ 
ants and their attorneys “any 
books, papers, memoranda, 
documents or other tangible 
objects which discuss the poli¬ 
cies of the D.A.’s office in the 
handling of prosecutions 


arising out of demonstrations, 
riots, or civil disturbances,” giv¬ 
ing the defense lawyers a 
chance to get into Police and 
D.A. files, for evidence. 

Judge Goff revoked the 
Bench Warrant on Donnie 
Brown. Detoxified, but still 
mystified, Brown was then 
given another courtroom date 
— more than a month away, 
back over to Judge William¬ 
son’s Dept. 1 at City Hall, Feb¬ 
ruary.!, 1980. 

Meanwhile, the reckless ad¬ 
ventures of non-political 
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Donnie Brown, American 
Indian, continue. One of his 
problems, he drinks a little. He 
can’t remember too well. He 
did go see a doctor. He got 
rolled by a whore. He had all 
his money in a sock. He can’t 
even remember which hotel he 
was in. The cops did not be¬ 
lieve Donnie’s story. They took 
names. Nobody was at the ad¬ 
dress Donnie gave. Donnie 
claims he has seen the girls at 
their work again, though.

IS IT WORTH REPORTING? 

I know that there are times 
when an anti-Gay incident 
seems too minor to report, 
especially if no injuries result. 

In the hope of clarifying what 
constitutes an assault. 1 took 
the following from the Califor¬ 
nia Civil and Penal Codes: 

California Penal Code. Sec¬ 
tion 240. Chapter 9. “Assault" 
defined: 

• An assault is an unlawful 
attempt. coupled with a 
present ability, to commit a vio¬ 
lent injury on the person of 
another. 

• The terms “violence” and 
“force” are synonymous when 
used in relation to assault and 
include application of force, 
though it entails no pain or 
bodily harm and leaves no 
mark. 

• “Violent injury” includes 
any wrongful act committed by 
means of physical force against 
person of another; kind of 
physical force used is im¬ 
material. 

• One may be guilty of 
aiding and abetting assault 
when he serves as ally of 
aggressor in fight, stands by to 
assist, and eventually enters 
the affray, there being concert 
of action and purpose. 

• Assault is in itself unlawful; 
one person cannot assault an¬ 
other in self defense and any 
act done in self defense cannot 
be assault. 

California Civil Code, Sec¬ 
tion 50: 

• A private person may use Numbers are essential! 

such force as is necessary to Whether your incident involves

• A person involved in an 
altercation with another has the 
right to use such force as is 
necessary to protect himself 
from bodily injury. 

So now you know about 
assault from the legal angle. If 
you are assaulted, or even fol¬ 
lowed for a few blocks being 
harassed, report it! 

To report, call CUAV dial 
UNITED 1. San Francisco 
Police 553-9111 (you may re¬ 
quest that officers come to your 
home to take the report on 
your assault). Supervisor Britt's 
office 558-2145. Whoever you 
call, the essential factor is the 
record of an anti-Gay attack. 
There is no category for anti- 
Gay assaults, so when you re¬ 
port to the SFPD. make sure 
any anti-Gay threats go into the 
narrative. 

THUGS BACK INTO GAYS 

Most reports received by 
CUAV involve person to per¬ 
son assault on the street. A 
recent trend involves the use of 
vehicles to insulate the brave 
thugs. 

Last week several Gay men 
were driving to a theater when 
a car full of thugs came along¬ 
side shouting threats. Farther 
on. the thugs were in front of 
the Gays when stopped for a 
light. The thugs put their car in 
reverse and rammed the Gays' 
car. The incident continued 
with a chase, the thugs shout¬ 
ing such threats as “come on 
out so we can slit your throats,” 
before the Gays lost them by 
turning down a sidestreet. The 
Gays have the license number 
of the car and CUAV is assist¬ 
ing them in pursuing the matter 
through legal channels.

Police vs. Mayor 
Over Gays 

Minneapolis, MN 

December 1 Minneapolis 
police raided the Gay bath¬ 
house, The Locker Room, ar¬ 
resting nine men on sodomy 
charges, ticketing 116 more for 
“patronizing a disorderly 
house.” The sodomy charges 
were later reduced to disorder¬ 
ly conduct. 

Since the raid, the Minne¬ 
sota Committee for Gay and 
Lesbian Rights has met with 
eight Minneapolis city counci¬ 
lors, all of whom, to some ex¬ 
tent, were miffed by the use of 
scarce police resources to go 
after victimless crimes. 

While most of those arrested 
are expected to get off with 
light fines, the raid raises a lot 
of questions about the future of 
the Minneapolis Mayor-elect 
Don Fraser. He is going to ap¬ 
point a new police chief after 
he takes office, and there are 
some doubts as to whether or 
not he will be able to control 
the police establishment and 
end the harassment of Gays in 
that upper midwest city. 

Fraser is something of a new¬ 
comer to local politics. He was 
previously in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, where he co¬ 
sponsored H.R. 2998, the 
Federal Gay rights bill. There is 
some conjecture by local resi¬ 
dents that the police wanted to 
give Fraser a hot potato (by 
raiding the baths), since the 
police had supported Fraser’s 
opponent in the recent mayor¬ 
al race.

When I was in New York last 
month, a woman was raped on 
a subway platform while 20 


witnesses watched. Billboards 
in every subway station, and 
placards in many subway cars. 


used hostile images of women’s 
sexuality to sell “status jeans.” 
Some had been stamped with 
the words. “This is a crime 
against women.” by feminists 
who wished to stem the tide of 
visual assault, but the assault 
remained. 

In San Francisco, during the 
first six days of 1980. 27 rapes 
were reported to the police de¬ 
partment. 17 of them during 
the weekend of January 5th 
and 6th. Even the police were 
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shocked at this sudden increase 
in rape, far in excess of the 
number in any previous week. 
During that week, “Straw 
Dogs,” the Sam Peckinpah 
film, was aired three times, and 
“Eyes of Laura Mars” was aired 
twice, on Cablevision’s Show¬ 
time, which has about 20.000 
subscriber households, provid¬ 
ing a tremendous potential 
audience for each airing. 

A myth drags on that wo¬ 
men want to be raped, find 
rape to be an ecstatic experi 1 
ence. and love the men who 
rape them. So too, a myth en¬ 
dures that Gay men want to be 
raped, find rape to be an ec¬ 
static experience, and love the 
men who rape them. Some 
women and some Gay men be¬ 
lieve those myths, and some 
have deluded themselves even 
about the rapes they have ex¬ 
perienced, as have kidnap vic¬ 
tims who have been raped. 
The greatest problem is that too 
many straight men believe 
those myths, and allow those 
beliefs to absolve them of any 
responsibility for the incredible 
pain their actions cause. 

Just for the record, the defi¬ 
nition of rape is sex without the 
consent of one of the parties in¬ 
volved. Originally it meant 
theft, and referred to the virgin¬ 
ity, and therefore the marriage¬ 
ability of ihe female victim who 
was raped. Then, the crime 
was against the victim's father, 
or later her husband, both of 
whom owned her as if she were 
a tangible piece of property. A 
lot has changed, but the ves¬ 
tiges of women’s property 
status remain, and it is only in 
this, the 20th century, that rape 
is beginning to be considered a 
crime against the individual 
who is sexually assaulted, on 
any wide scale. 

Sexual assault is one of the 
most emotionally traumatic 
and scarring crimes in our soci¬ 
ety. The emotional pain lasts 
longer than it does for any 
crime. Rape victims are more 
likely to move from the place 
where they lived than are vic¬ 
tims of any other crime. Mar¬ 
riages are often destroyed by 
the long-term effects of rape. 
The impact is only intensified 
as the age of the victim de¬ 
creases. And yet about 25-33 
percent of adults were sexually 
abused by an adult when they 
were children. About a third of 
that abuse is incest, sometimes 
.called the “last taboo." a 
phrase that frightens me in its 
implications. - 

The movie “Pretty Baby” 
condemned the sexual exploi¬ 


tation of children, especially 
the selling of the twelve-year 
old child’s virginity to the high¬ 
est bidder in the romanticized 
brothel of Storyville. New West 
Magazine , however, said it 
broke the “last taboo” and 
“celebrated children’s sexu¬ 
ality.” Perhaps had Louis Malle 
stuck to the true age of the vic¬ 
tim, who was actually eight 
years old when the paid-for 
rape took place, the violation 
would have been harder to 
ignore. In 1976, 1,390 cases of 
sexlual abuse of children were 
reported in this country, 409 of 
which were incest. During that 
same ’ year, 2,384 juveniles 
were arrested on prostitution 
charges, and another 155.690 
juveniles were arrested for run¬ 
ning away from home. About 
half of the runaways were 
probably surviving by turning 
tricks on the street. 

But to return to the 2,384 
who were literally arrested on 
prostitution charges, it can be 
assumed that these children 
turned an average of 300 tricks 
during that year, basing that 
assumption on the often tran¬ 
sient and intermittent involve¬ 
ment of juveniles in prostitu¬ 
tion. That means that there 
were approximately 715,200 
transactions that should be 
properly labeled sexual abuse 
of children, but it is the children 
who were arrested. The adults 
who paid them to consent to an 
analogue to rape were left 
alone. 

On January 19, at 10PM. a 
documentary about juvenile 
prostitution will be aired on 
KRON-TV, Channel 4, a pro¬ 
gram I urge you all to watch. 
But there are problems with the 
film: incest is stressed only in 
the interviews with male juve¬ 
nile prostitutes, and is pretty 
much ignored with the females. 
Yet studies indicate that the fig¬ 
ures for both boys and girls in¬ 
volved in prostitution, or drug 
abuse, or even just running 
away from home, are about the 
same, ranging from 35 to 80 
percent, depending on the 
study. 

Meanwhile, there remain 
those 27 sexual assaults re¬ 
ported during the first six days 
of this month. The youngest 
victim was 13 months old. the 
oldest was 63. One thing that 
seems slrange is that as the 
population of San Francisco 
declines, the number of rapes 
keeps rising. This rise has con¬ 
tinued as the percentage of this 
city's population that is Gay in¬ 
creases. a fact that should, on 
the face- of it. reduce the 
amount of rape. And yet it is

not decreasing. 

The Sunday that ended the 
week of nightmares for 27 
people, an article appeared on 
the effect of violent pornogra¬ 
phy in the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminers “This World” section. 
In a study conducted by Dr. 
Edward Donnerstein, of the 
University of Wisconsin, volun¬ 
teers were instructed to admin¬ 
ister electric shocks to students 
who failed to answer test ques¬ 
tions correctly. It is^an experi¬ 
ment that has been conducted 
many times, and was originally 
designed to test the ability of 
individuals to make independ¬ 
ent moral decisions. Only in 
this experiment, some of the 
men viewed violent pornogra¬ 
phy, in which women were 
raped and loved it, before they 
were instructed to provide the 
corrective shocks, which were 
said to intensify with each in¬ 
correct answer. Those men 
who had viewed the violent 
pornography were much more 
likely to administer the electric 
shocks than were men who 
had not been exposed to the 
films. These men were also, 
according to the article, more 
likely to “endorse rape and to 


view it as a non-violent act.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Four Gay men are killed, on 
screen, during a sexual en¬ 
counter with their killer in the 
movie “Cruising,” according to 
the third draft of the script by 
William Friedkin. Two others 
are killed off screen, and their 
bodies, or parts of their bodies, 
are shown on film. The ques¬ 
tion is, how many Gay men will 
be killed in the weeks following 
the simultaneous opening of 
“Cruising” in 600 theaters 
across this country? 

If you marched in support of 
AB-1 in Sacramento, or in 
favor of Lesbian and Gay rights 
in Washington, D.C., or to 
protest the actions of the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service, or any of the acts 
against us during the last few 
years, I urge you to take part in 
the actions that will be an¬ 
nounced to protest the release 
of this homo-cidal film. And 
come to the meetings to plan 
them, Wednesdays, 7:30PM, 
at MCC, 150 Eureka Street.

Sacramento

Anita Bryant couldn’t have 
hoped for worse weather. It 
was wet in Sacramento — 
damned wet. I marched the 22 
block route of the parade last 
Sunday with Bob Ross behind 
the Harvey Milk Gay Demo 
Club’s banner, and although 
Ross had the foresight to bring 
me an umbrella, I arrived in 
Sacramento thinking the 
weather would clear up and left 
both my umbrella and a rain¬ 
coat in the van. 

Anyone who saw those 
thousands of Lesbians and Gay 
men and their supporters slosh¬ 
ing through the streets of the 
state capital had better know 
that we are dedicated to getting 
legislation passed that ends 
ALL discrimination against 
homosexuals in this state. At 
the moment the San Francisco 
Gay Freedom Day Marching 
Band stepped off, the heavens 
opened, and it rained the entire 
time of the parade — and the 
following rally. Despite a rain¬ 
storm that at times was nearly 
blinding, everyone kept march¬ 
ing. A reporter for the Sacra¬ 
mento Bee commented that he 
hadn’t seen it rain like that in 
Sacramento for months. In 
addition to both the San Fran¬ 
cisco and Los Angeles bands 
that marched without the pro¬ 
tection of umbrellas, many, 
many good straight friends 
braved the weather. Religious 
Christian crazies showed up 
from time to time at the edge of 
the parade route to march with 
us and show their support. 

Newly elected District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith also marched 
with the Milk Club, sharing an 
umbrella the entire way with 
Jim Rivaldo. Arlo was totally 
drenched, like the rest of us, by 
the time we reached the Mall 
and told me he had to be back 
in the city to give a speech at 
3:00PM. Senator Milton Marks 
also looked like someone had 
dunked him into the Delta by 
the end of the parade. Others 
who suffered the rain for the 
entire IV 2 miles were SF 
Sheriff Mike Hennessey, Art 
Agnos, Jule C. Anderson 
(Johnson), Public Defender 
Jeff Brown, Carol Ruth Silver, 
Gray Davis and John Burton. 

I spoke with Gray Davis at 


the rally who explained that the 
Governor was in Iowa cam¬ 
paigning and Davis, too, was 
wet to the skin. Davis received 
another chill when Robin Tyler 
introduced him as “Acting 
Governor.” There were a few 
too many speeches at the rally, 
considering the rain, but the 
spirits refused to be dampened. 
There was entertainment by 
the S.F. Gay Men’s Chorus, 
S.F. Gay Freedom Day Band, 
the L.A. Band and Chorus, 
Casselbury & Dupree, Holly 
Near, Meg Christian and 
Teresa Trull. 

There were speeches by 
Harry Britt, Art Agnos, Flo 
Kennedy, Milton Marks, David 
Roberti, Willie Brown, and the 
vice president of NOW, Josette 
Mondanaro, and one by the 
Rev. Troy Perry. 

They took donations to help 
defray the expenses of the 
parade. A lot of people worked 
very hard to make the March 
on Sacramento a success: 
those monitors, every one of 
whom were soaked to the skin, 
did a hell of a job; the enter¬ 
tainers; the organizers, who 
worked for months; the bands; 
and certainly every man, 
woman and child, Gay or 
straight, that defied the cloud¬ 
burst and stayed through until 
the end. 

Herb Caen should have 
been there; he would have.dis- 
covered that Sacramento can 
be fun after all.

Noel Cummings, a sociology 
professor, is out jogging one §j|" J ' 
morning when he inadvertently ' ' 

witnesses a brutal murder. He 
is swept into a whirlpool of 
intrigue and menace when he 
is persuaded to join a special 
underground police unit de¬ 
signed to catch a party respon¬ 
sible for a series of slayings of 
Gay men in hot places such as 
bars, baths, and bushes. Noel is *******; 
to serve as the lure in order to 
catch Mr. X. 


The whole scheme is compli¬ 
cated by Noel himself who is 
straight. But he must play oul 
his role as one who is attracted 
to male flesh. Eventually he 
must participate in Gay sex acts 
rather than arouse suspicion. 
This gradually engenders one 
of the major psychological con¬ 
flicts. What is the true nature of 
Noel’s sexuality? Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Picano fails to explore this 
erotic ambivalence as fully as 
he should. The reader is left 
craving further insight. 

Noel is ordered by his 
superior (Code name Fisher¬ 
man) to merge his sociological 
research on homosexuality into 
his undercover work at the 
Gay bar where he is employed. 
As this position develops 
further, he is absorbed ifito the 
upper levels of management 
that become apparently in¬ 
volved in the series of murders. 
He is finally advanced to a paid 
social companion to Eric Red- 
fern, the wealthy owner of a 
chain of steam baths in New 
York City. 

He also shares a deep friend¬ 
ship with Alana, a glamorous 
model, who has a rather 
ambiguous bisexual 

relationship with Eric. All the

while Noel hopes to be drawn 
closer to Mr. X. 

Some of The Lure may be 
compared to the film and novel 
Cruising. But much of the 
action mirrors the yearnings of 
the “me” generation as the 
beautiful people frantically 
sample drugs, cruise the 
streets, disco dance, and 
indulge their jaded senses to 
the limit. 

After a number of suspense¬ 
ful twists and turns, the violent 
and surprising climax rushes 
toward us. The end point, 
however, is rather murky and 
confused. A few threads are 
left hanging as to the motiva¬ 
tions of Mr. X.

Duerksen was shot on the 
University of Washington 
campus in Seattle December

Cutsinger told the Seattle 
Gay News that if he has to go 
to jail, “I want the gas chamber 
because I couldn’t live in jail 
knowing I was there for some¬ 
thing I didn’t do.” Cutsinger 
says the government is framing 
him in order to stop his lawsuit 
against the Army. The trial is 
scheduled for February 13.

Blasted 
By Congress 

Congressmen Anthony Beil- 
enson (D-Calif.) and Julian 
Dixon initiated a letter to the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service to demonstrate Con¬ 
gressional support for ending 
the outrageous discrimination 
against Lesbians and Gay men 
in the area of immigration. 
Congressmen Ted Weiss and 
Henry Waxman, chief spon¬ 
sors of the House Gay civil 
rights bill, also joined in initi¬ 
ating a letter. A total of 18 
members joined in signing the 
letter. Previous pressure from 
congressional offices 

accounted for about 15 letters. 

Several of those signing the 
letter are Congresspeople who 
have not yet co-sponsored the 
Gay rights bill. They include 
Reps. Robert Matsui (D-Calif.), 
Vic Fazio (D-Calif.), Bruce 
Vento (D-Minn.) and Stephen 
Solarz (D-N.Y.). Others sign¬ 
ing the letter who are co¬ 
sponsors include Reps. William 
Brodhead, John Conyers, 
Robert Edgar, Mike Lowry, 
Phillip Burton, Don Edwards, 
Pete McCloskey, George 
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Miller, Gerry Studds and 
William Gray III. 

They said, “We feel that the 
discriminatory exclusion of per¬ 
sons wishing to visit or immi¬ 
grate to the United States, 
solely on the basis of their 
sexual orientation, is an arbi¬ 
trary and unjust basis on which 
to exclude persons from admis¬ 
sion into this country, primarily 
becuase of its utter irrelevance 
to the issue of whether or not 
an alien would be a responsible 
American citizen or visitor to 
the United States.” 

The letter urged changes 
through administrative action. 


Santa Clara 
10 for 10 
Program 

The 10 for 10 Program was 
designed to encourage all 
Gay/Lesbian entertainment 
businesses to increase their 
prices 10%. The 10% increase 
would be given each month as 
a donation to the Santa Clara 
Valley Coalition for Human 
Rights to aid them in keeping 
the Sexual Preference Ordi¬ 
nances, slated to be placed on 
the June 3 ballot, and now 
under attack by fundamentalist 
organizations. 

This program was to be 
morally mandatory. Some bar 
owners objected to the way the 
program has been implement¬ 
ed. with implied force and 
pressure.

A PATRON’S REACTION TO THE “10 FOR 10” PLAN 


★ An editorial in January’s issue of San Jose’s Lambda News concerning 
participation in the “10 for 10” plan by various bars in the South Bay has left 
me with a feeling of disappointment in the Gay community too. but from a dif¬ 
ferent source. 


Even Uncle Sam lacks the audacity to coerce citizens into political contribu¬ 
tions. There is little enough personal freedom retained by the private citizen in 
today’s bureaucracy without being pressured further bv relatively small seg¬ 
ments of the Gay community. 

The very vehemence of the group seeking to force the Gay community into 
financially participating — involuntarily - in a political action casts doubts in 
my mind regarding the motivations beneath the threats and extreme pressures 
applied. 

You may ask me for my money and support. You may tell me what exactly 
you are going to do with my money. You may educate me as to why you 
would like to have my donation. You may remind me that you would like my 
participation. You may make it easy for me to contribute. But you most cer¬ 
tainly will hot force me into participating, that is my decision. 

Instead of casting aspersions on the bar owners who did not choose to “vol¬ 
untarily" go along with your program (although I see nothing voluntary implied 
in the methods used). the possibility exists that some of the owners may be re 
sponding to their customers’ reactions. If you must make your vituperous com¬ 
ments public, at least direct them properly. It is the members of the Gay com¬ 
munity who must respond to causes which need our support. The responsibil¬ 
ity lies with the customer, not the bar owners. If the program fails financially, it 
is our fault, not the fault of the bars. 


Now. if you would like to start over again and approach the Gay community 
for funds in a manner less reminiscent of Hitler. I, for one. stand ready to hear 
you. And to support you. if I choose to do so. 

I would be interested in hearing how you plan to use my donation, who is 
going to have my money to use. how they will account for its use. if salaries will 
be involved, and, if so, how much. I would like to hear more details of what is 
involved. This type of data would help me decide about contributing better 
than generalities and threats.

Debate Tours 
Stir 

Controversy 

According to a press release, 
a tour of debates on the theme 
of homosexuality has been 
causing strong public reaction 
at several American universi¬ 
ties, including death threats to 
some of the debaters. The de¬ 
bates have taken place chiefly 
at campuses in conservative 
and religious areas of the coun¬ 
try, including Joplin, Missouri; 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama; Grand 
Forkes, North Dakota; Tempe. 
Arizona; San Luis Obispo, 
California; and the founding 
site of the Republican Party, 
Rippon, Wisconsin. 

Both Dr. Bruce Voeller, 
former co-chair of the National 
Gay Task Force, and California 
State Senator John Briggs 
have received death threats 
during the tours. Briggs, spon¬ 
sor of a controversial unsuc¬ 
cessful state-wide referendum 
which would have barred Gays 


from teaching in California, 
was threatened with death at 
Tempe and San Luis Obispo. 
At each location he was sur¬ 
rounded by security guards. 
Dr. Voeller’s life was threat¬ 
ened at several sites, most re¬ 
cently at Tuscaloosa. Alabama. 

In the debates over homo¬ 
sexual issues. Dr. Voeller. 
President of the Mariposa Edu¬ 
cation and Research Founda¬ 
tion, spoke in support of Gays. 
Opposing him on the issue 
were Sen. Briggs, Mike 
Thompson, a former Con¬ 
servative Party candidate for 
Lt. Governor of Florida and 
Anita Bryant’s campaign man¬ 
ager during the 1977 Dade 
County referendum on Gay 
rights; Barry F.arber, a New 
York media personality and 
candidate for Mayor of New 
York; and Harold Voth. M.D.. 
Senior Psychiatrist at the Men- 
ninger Foundation in Kansas. 

The debates are a privately 
financed series geared to the 
campus lecture circuit.

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B.A.R.’S TOP TEN 
FILMS OF 1979 

by Michael Lasky 


Comedies don’t ordinarily figure too highly in best-of-the-year lists, yet this year four of the films 
on my top ten list are and each finds its humor in a different, successful way. The dramas are not 
without their humorous moments either which suggests that laughter, the universal language, is final¬ 
ly being taken seriously by the filmmakers as well as the audiences. 



“Zaza" greets “her" future in-laws in the longest run for a foreign film — 
LA CAGE AUX FOLLES. Mann have seen it two and three times. 



1. LA CAGE AUX FOLLES 
(Birds of a Feather) which is 
still playing at the Four-Star 
Theatre seven months after it 
opened is a broad farce that 
works because the film does 
not look down on Gays, the 
acting has dignity and integrity, 
and because it’s just plain hilari¬ 
ous. The Gay theme about 
transvestites under normal cir¬ 
cumstances would be a turn-off 
for a majority of straights and 
Gays, yet this classic comedy 
has become the highest gross¬ 
ing foreign film in America 
ever. 

2. MANHATTAN, Woody 
Allen’s follow-up to his equally 
wonderful ANNIE HALL, 
explores the modern urban 
neurosis in his typically droll, 
offhanded way. The commen¬ 
tary on “O Tempora, O Mores” 
is cleverly delineated by the 
splendid acting of Allen, Diane 
Keaton, Mariel Hemingway, 
Meryl Streep, and Michael 
Murphey. 

Allen’s script penetrates the 
problem most of us face: how 
we make ourselves unhappy 
when we really have no reason 
to be troubled. MANHATTAN 
makes depression funny, and 
for that alone Allen can be 
called a genius and the film a 
beaut.

3 THE DEER HUNTER, 

Michael Cimino’s cross- 
examination of the Vietnam 
War at home and on the front, 
is a grueling and harrowing 
portrayal of what happens to 
the boys, and their families, 
when they are sent to fight for 
what they don’t believe in. 
Robert DeNiro, Christopher 
Walken, John Savage and the 
ubiquitous Meryl Streep give 


shattering performances that 
help focus the story on the 
people and their perceptions of 
the debasement of patriotism. 

4 THE TREE OF THE 
WOODEN CLOGS is a three- 
hour long yet “little” movie 
directed lovingly by Ermanno 
Olmi. There are no real actors, 
no real script, no great story — 
if one at all — and not much of 
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a message. Yet Olmi is a movie 
magician as he weaves a mes¬ 
merizing experience: a year in 
the life cycle of three peasant 
families on a turn-of-the- 
century feudal type estate. 
What unfolds is done with such 
care and precision and so natu¬ 
rally convincing that we get 
caught up in the lives of the 
people despite our deepseated 
urban slick convictions that 
they couldn’t possibly interest 
us. This is a masterpiece of film 
making. 


5 PROMISES IN THE 
DARK. This brutally honest, 
unflinching look at slow-death- 
by-cancer has one of the most 
intelligent, beautiful scripts and 
acting ensembles in an Ameri¬ 
can film this year. Sadly, its 
grim subject matter closed 
people’s minds and eyes to it, 
and it lasted for only ten days in 
town. Marsha Mason will be up 
for an Academy Award for her 
well-realized portrayal of a 
doctor with feelings for her 
patient. 


6. KRAMER VS. 

KRAMER. Of course this film 
is on e-v-e-r-y-b-o-d-y’-s top 
ten list. Again, Meryl Streep 
shows up doing her old stand¬ 
by — great acting. And Dustin 
Hoffman has never been 
stronger as the typical Ameri¬ 
can male out to make a success 
story who discovers that per¬ 
fection has a. high emotional 
price. What makes the film the 
success it is is its ability to se¬ 


modern day perceptions of 
Aborigine mythology come to 
life, was the sleeper of the year. 
Richard Chamberlain plays a 
lawyer who explores the 
mysteries of past cultures for 
his defense case of a native 
accused of murder. What he 
finds is what we discover as 
well and the mounting sus¬ 
pense keeps us both fascinated 
as well as terrified. 


8 THE ELECTRIC 

HORSEMAN, Sydney Pol¬ 
lack’s 70’s version of a 30’s 
screwball comedy, could have 
been a complete self-conscious 
disaster but instead is a hand¬ 
some diverting riproarin’ 
romantic comedy, the type that 
hasn’t been on the big screen in 
ages. The fluffy script seems all 
the more winning because of 
what Pollack and his stars, 
Robert Redford and Jane 
Fonda, make of it. Redford is 
in fine form as a rodeo cham¬ 
pion turned desperado. Fonda 
convinces us she is a hip news¬ 
caster with a heart of gold. To¬ 
gether the two stars have a 
chemistry that keeps us capti¬ 
vated for two quick-paced 
hours. 


9. THE CHINA SYN¬ 
DROME. As prophetic as this 
movie was, and despite the 
Three Mile Island incident that 
followed on its heels, THE 
CHINA SYNDROME is one of 
the most important films to 
come out of Hollywood ever. 
The courage of its statement

with ALL the characters and its 
deft handling of its underlying 
theme: society’s restraint on 
our emotions. Director Robert 
Benton has directed the film 
into a tight package — like a 
rubberband on a toy airplane 
would so tightly it must release 
its tension eventually. 


was backed up by a magnifi¬ 
cent script and deft perform¬ 
ances by reporters Jane Fonda 
and Michael Douglas and most 
of all by whistleblower Jack 
Lemmon. The suspense of the 
film builds like a pressure- 
cooker and is a classic “they- 
done-it” piece of propaganda 
which later facts actually 
corroborated. 


7 THE LAST WAVE, Peter

like a true story, is the film that 
showed the world that Sally 
Field is one of the best actresses 
working today. Her character¬ 
ization of an intelligent woman 
with guts in a backward 
southern town dominates the 
film but does not detract from 
the equally fine performance 
by Ron Liebman as the New 
York Jewish'labor organizer. 
Martin Ritt directs the drama 
into a perfect fit in a world of 
off-the-rack movies.

Sitting through a perform¬ 
ance of Verdi’s LA FORZA 
DEL DEST1NO has deterior¬ 
ated into an exercise in polite 
masochism. The plot moves 
along at a pace which is slower 
than a cripple trying to cross 
the La Brea tarpits on snow- 
shoes. As if sadistically intent 
on stretching the audience to 
their limits, Herr Adler opened 
up all the cuts in this year’s pro¬ 
duction. Fiercely determined to 
find a new way to experience 
the pains and pleasures of 
Verdi’s mumbo-jumbo opera, I 
decided to set the evening up 
as the ultimate S&M experi¬ 
ence. What could hurt more 
than to be deprived of both oral 
and aural gratification? I care¬ 
fully chose Thanksgiving eve¬ 
ning as the night of my thou¬ 
sand nights.

As 
the house lights dimmed, 1 
strapped myself in tight and bit 
down on a mouth gag. The 
ritual worked better than the 


Pritikin diet! By the time the 
final curtain came down, free¬ 
dom and fresh air were ample 
reward. Of course, I did have 
to cope with some mad opera 
queen in back of me who kept 
screaming: DIVA DIVA 

LEONTYNE!! “Whose trip is 
this, anyway?” I wondered 
while I unlocked the manacles 
and chains which still bound 
me to the seat as the house 
lights came up. 

Alas, with a sludge-like plot 
that involves, cross-dressing 
hermits, soldiers in mufti, a few 
extra muleteers, and a patriotic 
war-hungry gypsy girl, one is 
forced to turn to the music for 
one’s rewards. Without doubt, 
there are glorious moments in 
the score of FORZA. We all 
know them well (particularly 
from highlight albums). But 
they leave no hint of the 
breadth of mediocrity to be 
found in other parts of the 
opera. The best singing of the 
evening came from Martti Tal- 
vela as Padre Guardiano and 
Judith Forst as Preziosilla. The 
sheen was noticeably off Leon¬ 
tyne Price’s voice. At times she 
appeared to be belting her arias 
rather than floating them with 
the ease which earmarked 
previous performances. She 
seemed more fluid in her 
movements than in past years. 
Kurt Herbert Adler conducted 
in his own inimitable style. One 
loyal chorister lovingly de¬ 
scribed the maestro’s downbeat 
as “e cross between a chef toss¬ 
ing salad and a duck paddling 
water.”

Down in Los Angeles, the 
New York City Opera put on a 
bizarrely disjointed perform¬ 
ance of Puccini’s TOSCA. 
Jacques Trussel found himself 
fighting acute tracheitis in the 
role of Cavaradossi. Cal 
Kellogg’s conducting was 
severely out of whack with any¬ 
thing onstage. To my astonish¬ 
ment, a performance of 
TOSCA unfolded which was 
devoid of dramatic tension. 

This is not easy to do. Act II 
of TOSCA is a nice, mean 
game of dominance and sub¬ 
mission. It usually drives the 
leather queens in the audience 
into ecstasy. Justino Diaz’s lithe 
sexuality and evil greed would 
send any aspiring slave into a 
tremor of anticipation. While 
Diaz oozed desire and smacked 
his lips at the thought of sexual 
conquest, he kept running into 
a brick wall as he chased after 
Marilyn Zschau’s Floria Tosca. 
As anyone knows, a good 
game of sexual theater involves 
more than one person. If 
someone doesn’t play by the 
rules, or just lays there and acts 
dead, fantasy flies out the win¬ 
dow in no time at all. Zschau 
sang adequately, but was 
remarkably detached from her 
situation. Act II is a keen battle 
of wits between Scarpia and 
Tosca. There was no hint 
Tosca was fighting for her life 
and her love. If anything, I 
guessed this Tosca was trying 
to decide whether to use her 
Master Charge or Bankameri- 
card to charge off dinner with 
Scarpia as a business expense. 

TOSCA needs strong 
theatrical guidance and a rivet¬ 
ing prima donna as its heroine. 
Neither was present that night 
in the Chandler Pavilion. Nary 
a popper exploded throughout 
the house when they dragged 
in Cavaradossi from the torture 
chamber. What to do?? What 
to do?? My suggestion would 
be to send the soprano down to 
Scarpia’s black room instead of 
the tenor. I’ll bet that would put 
some more emotion into those 
cries of “MARIO, MARIO!!!”

CLOWNING WITH DEATH 

Those who like to flay it to 
the hilt got plenty of whip 
action during the Tulsa Opera’s 
production of PAGLIACCI. 
Josephine Barstow wields a 
mean cat-o-nine tails. She is 
also an artist with wonderful in¬ 
sight into character. Her Nedda 
(in Tulsa) was every bit as de¬ 
tailed a portrayal as her Salome 
last summer in Santa Fe. She 
was joined by Harry Theyard, 
Louis Quilico, and Allan Monk 
as Canio, Tonio and Silvio. 
Now I ask you: Where are the 
Boswell Sisters when you really 
need them? 

The production was updated 
to the 1930’s. This caused 
some interesting design prob¬ 
lems. Nedda’s wig, ’coupled 
with her backstage dressing 
gown (a baby-blue quilted 
Japanese number) had an un¬ 
expected effect, on some 
members of the audience. The 
Nedda-Silvio duet quickly 
invoked the image of Carol 
Burnett and Harvey Korman 
doing a sendoff on MADAMA 


BUTTERFLY. Costume de¬ 
signer Suzanne Mess assured 
me that the robe was historical¬ 
ly accurate for the ’30’s, but 
finally admitted that the comic 
side-effect was a possibility she 
had not anticipated. 

I attended two performances 
during the C.O.S. regional 
conference on French Verismo 
opera. On each night I sat on 
opposite sides of the audito¬ 
rium. To my surprise, Allen 
Charles Klein’s set (borrowed 
from the Cincinnati . Opera) 
gave two very different impres¬ 
sions of the drama. On the first 
night my sightline was limited, 
obscuring a crucial piece of 
character reaction upstage. 
The commedia dell’arte panto¬ 
mime was seen from a side 
angle, making it a'ppear flat and 
uninspired. At the following 
performance, I received a 
walloping show with a sightline 
90 degrees opposite to where I 
had sat on the previous night. I 
cannot ever remember seeing a 
set work to such extreme and 
diverse effects.

Any performer will warn 
you: Never play opposite'an 
animal. SCRAMBLED FEET, 
a new revue at the Village 
Gate, emphatically demon¬ 
strates why. Every night Evalyn 
Baron pulls herself together, 
fully intent upon rendering “Un 
Bel Di” from MADAMA BUT¬ 
TERFLY. At first it sounds like 
a nice stab at a difficult aria. 
Then someone lets a duck 
loose onstage. Try to imagine a 
duck in black tie, quacking 
around the stage, his webbed 
feet scampering under the 
piano while Ms. Baron at¬ 
tempts to finish her aria. It is a 
rnoment of excruciating 
comedy.

SCRAMBLED FEET is de¬ 
voted to the foibles of the musi¬ 
cal stage. In one magnificent 
sequence there is a demonstra¬ 
tion of “sham dancing.” This is 
the kind of choreography 
which is devised to make a first 
class clutz of a star actually 
appear fluid onstage. It is a 
sketch with lethal impact. Most 
of the revue bubbles with in¬ 
jokes based on Broadway 
trivia. At one point there is a 
fight to the death between the

who had trouble finding his 
own identity at an age when 
there was no one to ask for ad¬ 
vice. In the midst of this, he is 
surrounded by Bunny, a 
booze-slurping old whore, "her 
son Herschel (an overweight, 
asthmatic wreck of a genius) 
and his father’s girlfriend 
Lucille. Lucille is an illiterate 
moron with delusions of 
grandeur but a heart of gold. 
On his 21st birthday, Francis is 
confronted with the full powers 
of the pig sty in which he grew 
up. 


The production remains in 
good shape, but Peter Mark 
Shifter’s direction seems to 
have lost some of its bite after 
several cast changes. The cast 
plays for laughs as if it were a 
sitcom rather than letting the 
piece play naturally. Drop in on 
GEMINI for a look at a poign¬ 
ant moment in your past — 
perhaps one you hoped to 
forget.

The cast of SCRAMBLED 
FEET is comprised of four tal¬ 
ented. appealing actors. Roger 
Neil delivers a standout per¬ 
formance. The show’s best se¬ 
quence occurs when the three 
men in the cast get up in drag 
to impersonate the matinee 
theater-party ladies. Check this 
show out when you hit the Big 
Apple. And give a special hand 
to Hermoine the Duck for her 
piercing obligato during Puc¬ 
cini’s aria. 

Uptown at the Little Theatre, 
Albert Innaurato’s play 
GEMINI has recently passed its 
1,000 performance. GEMINI 
concerns the frustrations of a 
college student who is trying to 
determine whether or not he is 
Gay. After a year at Harvard 


on scholarship, he returns to 
the squalor of his South Phila¬ 
delphia neighborhood. There 
he is confronted with a father 
and a collection of neighbors 
he would love to annihilate. 
Their grubby lowlife is some¬ 
thing he fears he will never be 
able to escape. Francis buries 
himself in his, room and listens 
to Maria Callas recordings, 
hoping to shut out the world 
around him and avoid the 
identity crisis which won’t leave 
him alone. 

Two friends from school, 
basically rich kids playing at 
summer poverty, drop in to 
visit unexpectedly. This forces 
him to decide whether he in 
fact was in love with the girl, or 
with her brother Randy. The 
answer is pretty obvious to any¬ 
one in the audience. The intri¬ 
cacy of his frustrations is sadly 
poignant to any Gay person 


This award-winning Broad¬ 
way play had a little trouble 
getting into town this past 
week. Rocky Mountain snow 
storms held up the sets and 
costumes. If it isn’t pre-sold, it 
might have trouble staying. 

If a play establishes itself as a 
kitchen sink drama — set 
somewhere in a small village 
on the coast of Ireland in 1968, 
either the entire cast is going to 
play in “authentic” or approxi¬ 
mate dialect or nobody is. Un¬ 
fortunately, the Tynan family 
and tfneir friends are a babel of 
dialects. Barnard Hughes’ Da is 
as thick as peat; his son 
Charlie, Tom Crawley could 
just as easily be from Canton, 
Ohio — even though we are 
asked to believe he’s been 
underfoot until the age of 30. 
Where Hughes delivers a face 
and mouth as if made of putty, 
too many of the supporting 
younger players looked and 
sounded as if they suffered 
from a mouth full of golf balls 
coupled with oral constipation. 
Where Hughes was all natural 
and fluid, his co-players were 
forced, strained, and strident. 


From a Broadway road-show 
we can expect and are entitled 
to more. 

DA deals with the age-old 
Irish dilemma: the need to es¬ 
cape, the ceaseless tug to re¬ 
turn, and the tyranny of the 
parents’ yoke on their off¬ 
spring. The ambivalence has 
been labeled the curse of the 
Irish.. 

Barnard Hughes alone is 
worth of DA, even if he throws 
away a good 20% of his lines 

— whether they’re important 
or not we’ll never know . . . but 
chances' are they’re not, for 
most of his talk is blarney. In 
short, he is beguiling and a joy 
to follow. When he's onstage 
the play lives; when he’s not- 
the other players seem uncom¬ 
fortable. 

The play is a crowd pleaser 

— and the first-nighters went 
away elated. We could ask for 
more, but need we? 

Once again . . . yes!

Eurythmists 
Return to

The internationally recog¬ 
nized Goetheanum Euryth¬

some undisclosed national 
crisis. Forced into seclusion to 
escape whatever has erupted in 
the cities, tempers and attitudes 
shift in face of the question of 
just how far a person should 
and would go in protecting 
himself and his limited supply 
of life-sustaining commodities. 
When does caution become 
paranoia? When is trust 
naivete? 

These are certainly questions 
to ponder in the light of current 
world events, dwindling re¬ 
sources, and economic mini¬ 
wars being fought more and 
more at the grass roots level. 
Black’s dialogue, however, is 
not as ponderous as the ques¬ 
tions he posits, and NIGHT¬ 
FALL is absorbing. For me, the 
ending got a little melodramatic 


though the events were well 
within the realm of possibility. 

The cast works well except 
for some occasional rough 
edges in the ensemble playing. 
I was particularly impressed by 
Jenny Shapiro, a thirteen year 
old actress with a natural stage 
presence. Suresa Dundes’ 
direction clearly delineates the 
variety of attitudes toward the 
limits of survival. 

NIGHTFALL plays Thurs¬ 
days through Sundays until 
February 3 at the Magic 
Theatre. Fort Mason. For infor¬ 
mation and ticket reservations 
call 885-9928.

A special, perverse joy lies in 
store for the grown man who 
attends a matinee performance 
of NUTCRACKER, Oneneed 
never wait in line to go to the 
bathroom. Few, if any of the 
kids in the audience can reach 
a standard height urinal. But 
the trajectories of their dreams 
and their delight are infinite. 

NUTCRACKER is, of 
course, the big moneymaker 
for every ballet company. I at¬ 
tended three performances by 
the San Francisco Ballet last 
month. The production was in 
better physical shape than I can 
ever remember. Many cos¬ 
tumes had been re-executed, 
and the company was in fine 
mettle. 

NUTCRACKER'S first act 
depends on the children in the 
cast. San Francisco boasted an 
exceptional Fritz. John Angle 
had just the right touch of mis¬ 
chief, nastiness, and trouble 
without being an overly cute 
stage child. There was a solid 
uniformity to the performances 
I attended, until the last one, 
where I sensed that the con¬ 
ductor was anxious to get out 
of the pit and go home. Indeed 
that performance ended almost 
ten minutes before the others. 
Even the dragon was out of 
breath by the curtain calls! 

In order to keep dancers 
from going out of their minds 
during a long run like NUT¬ 
CRACKER. a great deal of role 
switching usually goes on. This 
switching allows dancers to be 
seen in a variety of guises and 
demonstrates the strengths and 
weaknesses of various com¬ 
pany members. David 
McNaughton had no problems 
at all with the role of the Cava¬ 
lier. McNaughton (who has the 
thighs of death) performed a 
variation consisting of a long 
series of entrechats which 
seemed to go on forever. 
Given half a chance, that man 
could churn more butter with 
his legs than Foremost Dairies 
manufactures! At a subsequent 
performance Alexander Filipov 
cut the variation. Filipov 
appeared to be suffering from a 
sprain or injury. He was notice¬ 
ably in pain while onstage. 

One crucial aspect of part¬ 
nering is the ability to perform a 
clean lift and keep it up for a 
long time. Both McNaughton, 
as Cavalier, and Attila Ficzere, 
as the King of the Snow, per¬ 
formed splendidly. Antonio 
Lopez, who joined the com¬ 
pany this spring had trouble 
with some of the lifts as King of 
the Snow. He is a young 
dancer and needs time to grow 
in his technique. Partnering is a 
skill which does not mature 
overnight. 

Repeated performances of 
NUTCRACKER found one 
dancer drawing special atten¬ 
tion to his work in several roles. 
Val Caniparoli has been with 
the company for several years 
and is usually seen way back in 
the corps de ballet, merrily 
dancing away in his own little 
world. This year he stepped 
into the shoes of Dr. Silber- 
haus^ Herr Drosselmeyer, 
Mother Goose, Arabian Coffee 
and the Mouse King. Through¬ 
out his work Caniparoli shows 
that extra measure of musician- 
ship in his ability to let his body 
breathe life into the music. His 
characterizations are deft, droll, 
and often add that magic 
twinkle which separates an 
artist from a routine dancer 
asked to perform a specialty 
number. It is a rare gift which 
belongs to the dancer who, in 
addition to his athletic skills,

has an innate insight into what CYRANO, 
the music is really about. Cani- 
paroli’s dramatic intuition is a 
delight to watch onstage. Keep 
an eye on him.

Target Studios knows exactly how to dispel post-holiday 
slump. They simply release a scorcher of a new movie, and 
January slump snaps rigidly to wide-eyed attention. The movie 
is BLUES IN THE AFTERNOON. It turned out so well that it 
has two parts, with continuous action, and it stars Rod Mitchell 
and lover Josh Kincaid. Photos of a leather-clad Kincaid and 
Kyle Hazard in Lancer magazine whetted the appetite, and his 
movie debut offers more than was expected. He’s a veritable 
catalogue of “verys" — very tall, very blond, very muscular, 
and certainly very hung. He’s the perfect partner for the lus¬ 
cious Mitchell, who’s established his own catalogue of assets 
and hit the top of the ranks very quickly. 





BLUES IN THE AFTER¬ 
NOON gives the pair a sunny 
summer day, a private pool 
near the ocean, and each 
other. The Target imprint is 
quickly discernible in the linger¬ 
ing embrace that opens the film 
and sets the dream-like yet 
powerful pace. This will be no 
knock-down, frenetic fakely 
macho movie, but a meticu¬ 
lously thorough and salivating- 
ly gourmet meal. Many courses 
are served, and we are allowed 
to taste deeply of each. 


initial arousal, with beautiful 
cock-sucking and masturbation 
culminating in heavy 69’ing. 
Intrigue turns to desire with the 
initial views of Mitchell’s cock 
standing up. showing its in¬ 
credible thickness. There he is. 
deeply tanned, his white beg¬ 
ging buns rearing into the air. 
going down on an engorged 
Kincaid. Mitchell swallows 
more than most of us can 
shake a stick at. and leaves it 
down his throat just a moment 
short of digestion. 

Part Two has a bit more ac¬ 


tion without dispelling the tran¬ 
quil pacing and smooth inten¬ 
sity of the first part. Although I 
dislike using the word, Mitchell 
is really “into" his ass. He also 
wants everybody else to be into 
it, and Kincaid obliges with 
some hair-raising rimming, fol¬ 
lowed by some deft fucking. 
And how these boys change 
partners and dance! Mitchell 
rides a cock like a bronc-buster 
at the rodeo. It’s his animal 
abandon and wonderfully vis¬ 
ible ecstasy that make him so 
fulfilling a porn star. But he can 
give as well as he gets, and it’s 
Kincaid's turn to get. Soon we 
are treated to those fabuious 


views of Mitchell, puffed up 
and straining towards release, 
that make his appearances 
unique. The bout is capped by 
two very visible and vigorous 
orgasms, with Kincaid taking 
special honors. 

With warm color, assured 
stars, and unforced and potent 
sex, BLUES IN THE AFTER¬ 
NOON is an excellent movie. 
Mitchell and Kincaid, without 
straps, thongs, toys or poppers 
offer those old-fashioned 
thrillers: masculinity, virility, 

and an envious ability to just 
make out. 


I know some will find it pro¬ 
vincial of me, and 1 did so want 
to seem big-time, but I can’t get 
over my sense of amazement at 
the female sex organ. They’re 
so mysterious and so just plain 
different. I saw several recently 
at the Pussycat Theatre, and 
since my previous contact was 
somewhat shrouded in 
memory, my wonder and 
amusement were fresh all over 
again. 

I thought it might be divert¬ 
ing, so I went to see JACK 
AND JILL. Yes. it’s straight 
porno. No, it’s not diverting. 
But yes, it does star Jack 
Wrangler and feature George 
Payne in a cameo. In a recent 
pan I advised. “Hey, Jack! Get 
a job!” I didn’t mean straight 
porno though, but I guess only 
two markets are open when 
you’re born with a hard-on. 
Pretty much washed up in Gay 
movies. Jack is now being 
laundered in straight flicks. 

I’m a potential Wrangler fan, 
for he does have his assets; un¬ 
fortunately, his personality is 
overbearing. With a ' good 
director, as in KANSAS CITY 
TRUCKING, he can be enter¬ 
taining. With lesser talents 
Jack’s own brand of ridiculous¬ 
ly forced “macho-naturalness” 
would take over. I frequently 
couldn’t tell if he was serious or 
satirical. No doubt about it, 
though. Jack is deadly serious. 
He cracks a joke onscreen with 
the earnestness of Moses hand¬ 
ing down the Tablets, and 
that’s when he's being whimsi¬ 
cal. His sense of style is about 
as light as bowling ball anklets 
at the roller skating rink. 

This movie details Jack’s hip- 
and-swinging exploits with 
partner Jill. Obviously aiming 
for THE THIN MAN style. Jack 
and Jill banter and fuck their 
way through swingers, want 
ads. three-ways and a kidnap¬ 
ping. Too bad the banter is bor¬ 
ing and the fuck is likewise. I’m 
sure. Jack, however, is so busy 
acting as if he’s appearing in 
THE LOWER DEPTHS (ain’t 
that the truth!) that he’s always 
entertaining. Each and every 
emotion, nuance or laugh is 
telegraphed to us. Jack's acting 
is not only sophomoric. it's 
semaphoric. 

This left me waiting and wait¬ 
ing for George Payne. And 
waiting. . . He finally arrived in 
a gift package to Jill and pro¬ 
vides a momentary thrill by 
standing there and looking like 
a hunk. And although he gets 
his face all the way into Jill's 
muff for a moment of rousing 
sex. all he can do afterward is 
half-heartedly jack-off. He’s 
fucked a girl in Gay porno; why 
can’t he do it where it belongs? 

Hence, although I had my 
usual high-and-hard hopes for 
these boys, they came to 
naught. Jack himself offers the 
best critique of the movie when 
he, rates an on-screen fuck. “I 
wouldn’t write home about it.” 

What will Jack do with his 
hard-on now? I suppose The 
National Enquirer might be 
interested in an expose — “My 
Life As An Erection.”

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L.A. TOOL & DiE is an excellent show, beautifully filmed by Richard Youngblood, intelligently — even wittily — scripted and 
directed by Joe Gage, and populated by a cast of Cecil B. DeMillian numbers. And what numbers these are. This film has more 
sex per cubic inch, and more inch per cocky dude, than any movie in recent memory. 

Will Seagers (a.k.a. Matt Harper) and Richard Locke head the cast, and are surrounded by Casey Donovan, Bob Blount (of 
INCHES) Paul Baressi, and “Happy Hustler” Michael Kearns, who is at his happiest in the knock-out orgy that opens the film. 
His profesional acting’and lip-smacking lasciviousness are a delight to watch, as are the double-dozen unknown yet equally 
beautiful other men in the cast. As far as muscle, men, cock, and come go, this is Surfeit City. 

Like its predecessors, L.A. TOOL & DIE is an archtypal quest story, centered around a journey. Seagers, recovering from an 
emotional trauma, is not receptive to the advances of Richard Locke. This doesn’t bother the unflappable Mr. Locke, however, 
who follows Seagers to Los Angeles. Along the way they encounter or pass by the usual Gage Brothers’ barrage of diver¬ 
tissements, the kind you won’t find on your AAA Trip-Tik. 

First stop is a tree, to which an armed hitchhiker has hand-cuffed Casey Donovan after stealing his car. Donovan’s rescuer 
rips off his clothes and fucks him. Donovan only wanted to be set free, not sent to heaven. Further down the road Paul Baressi 
and his girlfriend cavort at a rest stop, observed by a masturbating back-packer. Like most women, Baressi’s girl has a mouth 
that can only take an inch, but that leaves us with nearly half a foot of Baressi’s cock to admire. 

Next stop for Seagers is a gas station, where he has a torrid encounter with the attendant, a thick and thickly-hung young 
man. Here is the long-overdue scene of adulation that Seagers has deserved, and it’ll make you want to see the movie twice. 
Seagers’ body is vibrantly sexual, and is displayed like the prize exhibit at the National Gallery. Forget the “Pieta,” this is what 
should be sent to the next World’s Fair. 

He next passes a college track field. Naturally, the coach is fucking a team member in his office. And naturally, when high¬ 
speed winds force Locke to pull off the road for the night, he parks next to a van filled with four sex-hungry studs. We finally 
reach Los Angeles, where a job applicant (the trim and youthful Johnny Falconberg) at the Tool and Die Company tangles with 
his prospective employer, Bob Blount. 

And once again, naturally, Locke has already been hired when Seagers arrives at L.A. T and D. In the men s room at the fac¬ 
tory, Locke plays with the janitor, an executive and a construction worker. Seagers finally gives in to Locke, and they journey to 
Locke’s desert home for the extended and romantic finale. 

L.A. TOOL & DIE has believable acting and yards — no, reams — of crisp and taut sex visuals. The lavish display of men, and 
the glorification of Will Seagers in his romantic coupling with Richard Locke make this a rousing finale to the Gage Brothers 
trilogy. 

A large body of Gay mythology has now been brought successfully to the screen. It’s doubtful that these truckers, hard- 
hats, and ass-kickers will be portrayed as well, or as believably in future films. 

If you want a movie that has several dozen muscular nature men, unending sex and unceasing cum-shots. L.A. TOOL & DIE 
is your movie. Eat it up!
